INTO BLACK SEA 
PORT ANNOUNCED 
GY IN FLAMES 


Hitler’s Forces Attacking 
Outer Defenses of Soviet 
Capital After Capturing 
Kalinin and Kaluga, Ber- 
lin Declares. 


BERLIN, Oct. 16 (AP).—Ru- 
manian forces have entered the 
long-besieged port of Odessa and 
Germans are smashing at the out- 
er defenses of Moscow about 60 


miles from the Soviet capital after 
the capture of the strategic cities 
of Kalinin and Kaluga, the high 
command announced today. 
(Dispatches to Bueharest said 
Odessa was being destroyed by 
flames within defense lines man- 
ned by every man, woman or 
child able to bear arms; The Ru- 


defenses had been breached and 
that three suburbs had fallen.) 

The German high command is- 
sued a special communique in re- 
porting the entry of the besiegers 
into Odessa, quoting a Ruman- 
ian announcement by Vice Premier 
Mihail gntonescu, acting premier 
while his uncle, Gen. Ion Anton- 
escu.is.in command of Rumania’s 
armies at the front. The Bucharest | 
a idetient’ said fighting .was 
spreading through the streets of 
the port, which has been under 
siege 59 days. 


Rumanian Announcement. 

The Vice-Premier said: 
“The Rumanian high command 
make public the following report 
from the command of the troops 
fighting, before Odessa: 
“In compliance with orders, 
troops of the Fourth Army today 
stormed Odessa and broke through 
its last defense lines. In the after- 
noon hours they marched into 
Odessa, The last pockets of re- 
sistance are being overcome in 
street fighting. 
“The population received the 
German and Rumanian troops en- 
thusiastically.”

RUSSIANS ASSERT 
ARMY 1S HOLDING 


WEST OF CAPITAL 


Reds Are Forced to Fall 
Back When Tanks and 
Motorized Infantry Break 
Through Lines in Big 
Night Assault. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 16 (AP).—Soviet 
Russia indicated today that its 
army was holding firm against a 
steady stream of fresh German 
units after being forced to yield 
ground at one sector of the front 
in the all-out battle for Moscow. 

The mid-day communique an- 
nounced that the Red Army “con- 
tinued to fight the enemy along 
the whole front” and said fighting 


was. particularly intense in the 
western direction — the sector in 
which “deterioration” in Russian 
defenses on the night of Oct. 14-15 
was acknowledged. 


Break in Soviet Lines. 


The setback, fraught with peril 
for Moscow, was reported in the 
early morning communique, which

“Our forces opposed the enemy 
heroically, inflicting heavy losses, 
but were compelled to retreat in 
this sector.” 


Supreme Crisis for Reds. 


The exact zone of the break- 
through was not disclosed, but 
even before the communique was 
issued—two or three hours later 
than usual—Russians had acknowl- 
edged that the supreme crisis was 
at hand. 

German columns were reported 
previously to have thrust closest to 
the capital at Mozhaisk, 60 miles 
to the west, and at Kalinin, 95 
miles northwest. Plowing ahead 
despite losses which the army 
newspaper Red Star said included 
heaps of dead, the Nazis had 
formed a semi-circle of firé across 
fields and forest lands from the 
upper Oka to the upper Volga. 
Despite the reverses, Russian 
dispatches declared the Red 
army's resistance had not been 
and could not be broken. 

“The Red army is alive and 
struggling,” one dispatch said. “It 
has incalculable and inexhaustible 
reserves in our people who are de- 
termined to defend their country 
and their just cause. 

“New replacements and forma- 
tions are increasing the strength 
of the Soviet troops.

Recommissioned Vessels

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Navy» Knox an- 
nounced today that two recommis- 
sioned Navy submarines would be 
transferred to Great Britain under 
provisions of the Lease-Lend Act. 

In issuing the Secretary's an- 
nouncement, the Navy Department 
said that the ships, both of which 
now are operating in the Atlantic, 
would be manned by British offi- 
cers and crews before leaving 
American waters. 

One of the submarines was de- 
scribed by the navy as being of 
the R type and the other of the 
S type. The R vessels were first 
commissioned in the spring of 1919 
and decommissioned in 1930. They 
were recommissioned in the sum- 
mer of 1940. Subs of this type have 
a displacement of 530 tons. 

The S type ships were first com- 
missioned in the fall of 1923 and 
were decommissioned in 1930. 
They were again brought into serv- 
ice in the summer of 1940. This 
type has a displacement of 800 


tons.

TOKYO, Oct. 16 (AP). — The 
Japanese government resigned to- 
night, admitting its inability to 
agree on the great issues con- 
fronting the empire. 

Failure to reach an accord with 
the United States and growing 
military pressure for action in the 
crisis arising from. German suc- 
cesses against Russia were strong- 
ly indicated as major factors in 
the ministry's fall. 

Premier Prince Fumimaro Kon- 


oye presented en bloc the resigna- 
tion of the cabinet, his third, to 
Emperor Hirohito amid increasing 
press agitation for an end to 
efforts to conciliate jhe United 
States. 

(Konoye had let it be known he 
would not take responsibility for 
a break with America.) 


Talks in Washington, 
Informed observers expressed 
belief that the Cabinet’s fall was 
linked with an unfavorable turn 
in talks in Washington looking to- 
ward lessening of Japanese-Ameri- 
can tension. 

It was pointed out that a series 
of official conferences and im- 
perial audiences began here almost 
immediately after the return to 
Washington last week of Kaname 
Wakasugi, Japanese Minister.

Embassies Said to Have 
Been Notified Departure 
May Be Necessary — 
Kazan, 450 Miles to East 
Likely Destination.

TEHERAN, Iran, Oct. 16 (AP).— 
With Moscow imperiled, authorita- 
tive sources here reported today 
the Russian Government and for- 
eign diplomatic missions were pre- 
pared to move 450 miles eastward 
to the provincia] city of Kazan. 

(A Tokyo announcement said the 
Japanese Embassy already had left 
Moscow after it, and all other mis- 
sions, had been advised to get 
ready to leave by last night.) 

Since early June both the United 
States and British embassies have 
had skeleton staffs in Kazan ready 
to take over their functions when 
Moscow was evacuated, the Te- 
heran informants said. Other for- 
eign powers, it was added, sent 
representatives to Kazan with the 
understanding that it was to be 
the temporary seat of the Soviet 
Government when needed. 

The latest information from 
Moscow indicated that most of the 
foreign diplomatic colony was de- 
parting in fear that another Ger- 
man break-through would result in 
the capital being completely encir- 
cled. Each mission was said. to 
have named one or more diplo- 
matic officers to travel with the 
Soviet Foreign Commissariat at 
whatever time it secretly desig- 
nated. 

It is a hard journey from Mos- 
cow to Kazan across boggy steppes 
swept by icy winds. 

For three months Kazan’s mu- 
nicipal hospital and schools have 
been jammed with wounded sol- 
diergs and foreign sources further 
reported that even in August the 
city’s stores were short of food. 
Long lines of civilians waited 
hours to buy bread and potatoes, it 
was stated, and Vodka was almost 
the only article not rationed. 

According to their descriptions, 
streets were deep with mud and 
hotels bedded as many as 10 guests 
in one room. Peasant conscripts 
drilled continually on the outskirts 
and the foreigners reported that 
while their uniforms were ragged 
their morale seemed high.

Now, it is pointed out, the war 
has been going on hardly four 
months, Moscow, Leningrad and 
even Odessa are still in Russian 
hands, German casuaities are esti- 
mated at more than 2,000,000 men 
and the Russian armies, though 
badly shattered on several fronts, 
are still capable of further de 
fense.

Pickets who sought to stop a 
group of workers from entering 
the Federal Cold Storage Co., 1800 
North Broadway, shortly before 
midnight last night, were driven 
back by two men, one of whom 
flourished a revolver, and the 
other of whom brandished a bat 
with which he struck one of the 
pickets in the face, the pickets 
reported to police, 

The cold storage company is one 
of three where a strike of 115 AFL 
freight handlers, members of Lo- 
cal 546 of the AFL Amalgamated 
Meat Cutters’ & Butcher Work- 
mens’ Union, has been in effect five 
days. The other two companies 
are the Booth Cold Storage Co., 
1200 North Main street, and the 
St. Louis Refrigerating &- Cold 
Storage Co., 1301 Lewis street. 

William Eberhardt, 3415 North 
Fourteenth street, one of the strik- 
ing pickets, reported to police that 
at 11:3} p. m. two automobiles 
loaded with men drove up to the 
Federal Cold Storage plant, and 
the men leaped out and storméd a 
line of about 15 pickets to break 
through to the plant doors. 

Picket Hit In Face. 


When the pickets tried to keep 
their line intact and stop the men, 
Eberhardt related, one of the men 
drew a revolver, waved it in the air 
and ordered the pickets to stand 


back. Another one of the men, 


none of whom was recognized by 
the strikers, wielded a baseball 
bat and struck Everett Coffee, 2410 
North Fourteenth, in the face. 

While this was going on, about 
six other men-succeeded in reach- 
ing the doors and entered the 
plant, and the two men armed with

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PEPPER PROPOSES 
OF AXIS FLEETS 


Senator Says This Country 
Should ‘Immobilize’ Ja- 


pan, Preparatory to Fight 
With Hitler. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP).— 
Senator. Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
advised today that this country 


Hitler by “immobilizing Japan” 
and by sweeping the seas clear of 
the Japanese, German, italian 
and French fleets. 

“It is just as certain that we are 
going to have to fight Hitler as it 
is that the United States and 
Great Britain are going to con- 
tinue te exist,” Pepper told re- 
porters, “We and Hitler are go- 
ing to be the eventual ones be- 
tween whom the struggle will be 
decided.” 

Pepper, a member of the For- 
eign Reiations Committee, said 
Japan was awaiting the outcome 
of the Russian-German war be- 
fore taking new military steps. 

“If Hitler should destroy Rus- 
sia,’ he said, “it follows as night 
after dey that the Japanese will 
strike with further ‘aggression. A 
long time ago we should have used 
our nava) and air forces, plus re- 
lentless economic) pressure. at 
points where that would do the 
most good 

“It is not yet too late to draw 
tell Japan if it is 
crossed we will shoot.” 


Pepper was the second member 
of the Senate to talk this week 
of hostilities with Japan. On 
Tuesday Senator Norris (Ind.}), Ne- 
bruska, said that a German tri- 
umph in Russia might touch off 
war between the United States 
and Japan. Norris added he was 
not sure that it “would be a bad 
thing for us.” 

Silent on New A. E. F. 
Pepper took the position that “if 
Jaran is going to be a dagger sus- 
pended over our back while we are 
about to enter the struggle against 
Hitler, we should take satisfactory 
steps to immobilize Japan before 
our situation becomes more acute 
in the Atlantic. I mean literally 
immobilize her.” 

The statement that this nation 
was “about to enter” the fight led 
reporters to ask the Senator 
whether he favored an American 
expeditionary force against Ger- 
many. 

Pepper said he had no comment 
on. that, ‘but added: 

“The time is long past when we 
should have taken the initiative. 
It is just as certain that we will 


‘thave to fight Hitler as it is that 


the sun will shine. At least we 
should drive Hitler off the seas, 
and destroy the Japanese, Italian 
and French navies. That would 
make it impossible for him to get 
to us for a few years, at least, 
and during that time we could con- 
solidate our strength.” 
Pincers Against India. 

Pepper said that if Russia fell, 
he believed Germany and Japan 
would undertake a giant pincers 
movement against India and that 
the Nazis would attempt to use the 
German, French and Italian fleets 
to control the African coast and 


attack American shipping in the 
Atlantic. 

The idéa of Japan and the 
United States going to war is in- 
conceivable, however, to Senator 
Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, oppo- 
nent of administration foreign 
policy. 

“There is no reason in the world 
why the United States and Japan 
should go to war,” Wheeler said. 
“Japan ig one of our best custom- 
ers, and we are one of her best 
customers. I think we can settle 
all our differences by peaceful 
means unless the hotheads in Ja- 
pan go crazf. 

“Both from the military and eco- 
nomic standpoint she would not 
be able to stand up against us. 
Some péople say,*we ought to move 
in on Japan now while she is en- 
gaged with China. That is like 
saying you ought to go down and 
fight a neighbor who is fighting 
another because he may fight you 
later on.”

The off-tackle play was one of the first basic plays of football." The game has changed tremen- 
dously in 40 years but this play remains one of the closest links between the old and the new. To- 
day, as in the long ago, it is impossible to win without speed, blocking and some power. And a good 
off-tackle play is just as valuable as ever. The difference is that strategy has been woven into the 
game. That refinement of tactics is well illustrated by the development of the off-tackle play. The 
above diagram shows the. basic off-tackle play as it was used after football settled down to the 11-man 
game, with running interferers. I have set down a 6-2-2-1 defense because that is the standard de- 
fense today, though the earlier defense was 7-1-2-1. You will note that the play originally required the 
offensive end and wingback to handle the tackle, driving him in while the No. 2 and No. 3 backs 
“double-teamed” the end. Two guards ran interference and the ball carrier, the left halfback, fol- 
lowed them through the hole between tackle and end. Defense began to develop steadily with the re- 
sult that deception and variation became necessary if the play was to work consistently. So offense- 


Now look at Diagram 4. The 
layman perhaps will see little dif- 
ference between Diagram 2 and 
Diagram 4 But there is a vast 
difference. This play was devel- 
oped to get still another man down 
field for blocking without weaken- 
ing the initial phase of the play. 
This play is called when the de- 
fensive tackle plays a little. close, 
giving the wingback the proper 
angle so that he can handle the 
tackle alone, enabling the right end 
to get across as indicated and hit 
the backer-up on the weak side.

ASSETS FROZEN, GERMANY 
SKIPS DAWES LOAN INTEREST 


No Dollar Funds Available to Buy 
Coupons Due Yesterday, 
Embassy Says. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 16 (AP).— 
Germany’s external 7 per cent 
bonds, known as the Dawes Plan 
Loan, were in default today be- 
cause funds were not provided 
for payment of the Oct. 15 interest 
coupon. 

The German Embassy, through 
the office of its commercial at- 
tache, explained: 

“Since by the decree issued by 
the President of the United States 
on June 14, 1941, all German assets 
in the United States have been 
frozen, there are no dollar funds 
available for further purchases 
of coupons of the German external 
loan 1924 (Dawes Loan) and the 
German government international 
five and one-half per cent loan 
1930 (Young Loan) stamped ‘VU. 
S. A. Domicile Oct. 1, 1935.’” 

The coupons due yesterday were 
the first to become payable since 
the presidential freezing order. 
For the last seven years, Germany 
had been making partial payments 
on both loans to American. bond- 
holders.

RECORD SAVINGS STAMPS SALE 


$4,978,000 in September—25-Cent 
Ones Most Popular. 

WASHINGTON, Oct,.16 (AP).— 
Sales of defense savings stamps set 
a record of $4,978,000 in September 
when they were placed on sale gen- 
erally, for the first time, in retail 
stores. 

The Treasury said today the 
sales were $500,000 more than in 
August.

With those fateful words Hitler 
and Goebbels saw for the first time 
that if the worst came to the worst, 
Goering would throw in his lot 
with the army, backed by the Prus- 
sian police force. 


Exactly eight days later the 
blood purge took place. On the eve- 
ning of June 29 Hitler, torn with 
doubts as always the case before 
his great decisions, received a call 
from Frick, the Minister of the In- 
terior, reminding him that unless 
there was immediate action mar- 
tial law would be proclaimed the 
following day. So Hitler gave the 
order which resulted in the slaugh- 
ter of Roehm and more than 1000 
leaders of the S. A., while Goering 
saw to it that Schleicher'(the “social 
General”) and my brother, Gregor 
Strasser, dangerous men from the 
Prussian point of view, were killed. 


Since that time it has been evi- 
dent that Goering would side with 
the army and that the old Prussian 
forces would sacrifice Hitler with 
pleasure so long as the way is 
paved for the perpetuation of their 
own power. Goering never was a 
National Socialist. He was always 
a Goeringist, and temporarily a 
Hitlerist. 


What conclusions can we draw? 
In the first place, that no rumor 
sugkesting Goering is in disgrace 
should be trusted. The Prussian 
generals are clever. They know 
they have the power, but they will 
not openly accept the political re- 
sponsibility that such power en- 
tails. They always seek a mask. 
After the last war they were able 
to seize upon Ebert. The Weimar 
Republic was merely a front be- 
hind which the Prussian forces 
went on uninterruptedly. For a 
time Hitler has been the mask. 
Now they are building up Goering 
for the role. 


To that end they are creating 
for him a new reputation, present- 
ing him as an agreeable partner 
at a peace conference, laying the 
groundwork for public acceptance, 
both within and without Germany, 
for a military putsch placing Goer- 
ing in political power as soon as 
Hitlerism falls through military de- 
feat. Behind the mask of such a 
government the old Prussian forces 
would go on their way anew. All 
this war will have been fought. in 
vain.

OR the second time in three

Konoye’s resignation may mean 
the surrender of the elements that 
have wanted at all costs to avoid 
war with America, but it also may 
be just another move in the pre- 
mier’s torturous course in dealing 
with the extremists. ‘ 
The crisis may end with Konoye 
heading his fourth cabinet or with 
a general or an admiral in his 
place, * 


Japan's Big Gamble. 

All Japan’s leaders know they 
are confronted with the danger—a 
catastrophe for Japan — of war 
with the United States and Britain 
if they attack Russia while Hitler 
is knocking at Moscow’s gates or 
attempt further expansion to the 
south. 

America and Britain are deeply 
committed to help Russia, Hven 
the militarists probably realize 
that a Siberian adventure would 
entail the danger ,of simultaneous 
conflicts with four. great powers, 
America, Britain, Russia and 
China. But they differ from the 
moderates in a readiness to accept 
this tremendous gamble. 

Three months ago today Prince 
Konoye’s second Cabinet resigned 
and it was evident that the pur- 
pose was to shelve Foreign Min- 
ister Yosuke Matsuoka, considered 
chiefly responsible for Japan’s alli- 
ance with Germany and Italy and 
its neutrality pact with Russia. 

The Government, it was indicat- 
ed, wanted to regain freedom of 
diplomatic action, chiefly for one 
more effort to reach an accord 
with the United States. 

Seven weeks ago Konoye sent 
a personal message, still -unpub- 
lished, to President. Roosevelt, The 
Japanese considered this a gesture 
of conciliation, and the peace par- 
ty placed great hopes in it. 

Little encouragement was given 
these hopes in Washington. “Ex- 
ploratory” talks were carried on 
by Secretary Hull and Ambassador 
Nomura, but no progress has beea 
announced. 

Hence hopes of the Japanese 
moderates have been dying and 
the aggressive elements have be- 
come louder in their clamor for 
an end to conciliation, 


Drive on Moscow. 


Intensifying the crisis for the 
Konoye Government—perhaps the 
factor that caused the immediate 
break—has been the steady sweep 
of the German armies toward Mos- 
cow. 

The Japanese militarists foresee 
a collapse of the Soviet Union. 
For months they have. been piling 
men and machines into Korea and 
Manchoukuo, obviously to be ready 
to drive into Siberia if the great 
chance comes. | 

Recent estimates have put the 
Japanese concentrations against 
Siberia at as many as 1,000,000 
men. Much depends, of course, on 
Japanese estimates of Russian 
strength \in the Far East. For 
years Russia has been building up 
a mighty, self-sufficient military 
machine in Eastern Siberia against 
the day when Japan might strike. 
When Hitler sent his legiong into 
Russia, the Russair Far Eastern 
army probably was far superior to 
what Japan had to oppose it.

AFL: A HISTORICAL ANALOGY. 

| At Seattle, the AFL convention passed its usual 
pious resolution condemning racketeers within its 
ranks and directing the unions which make up the 
Federation to take action against such criminals. 
- ‘The Seattle resolution reminded interested persons 
that the unions of the federation are autonomous 
organizations, holding their own powers of discipline, 
and pointed out that the Federation itself has no 
power to exercise discipline over individual unions. 
In othe? words, the Federation may be compared 
loosely and roughly to the early organization of this 
country under the Articles of Confederation, Under 
the Articles, each State was sovereign unto itself 
and, as a result, an anarchic condition prevailed 
which finally was remedied by the Constitution. 

It may well be there is merit in the scheme of 
AFL organization, just as there is therit in the 
principle of states’ rights, but when the doctrine of 
states’ rights threatened the Union itself, a civil war 
resulted. Similarly, when the AFL becomes infested 
with racketeering on a nation-wide scale, and the 
central body lacks the power to cope with it and to 
exercise discipline over the wrongdoers, it is time for 
a civil war within the Federation to give it the 
authority it needs for its own self-preservation. For 
if the vice of racketeering continues the AFL itself 
is inviting destruction. 7

Former Head of Missouri Bar Deplores 
W. P. Eimer’s Fight on Court Plan. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
WAS in St. Louis last week attending 
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the Missouri Bar Association meeting, 
and I observed the work of William P. 
Elmer and a few others in their attempt 
to embarrass the Bar Association in re- 
gard to the Non-Partisan Court Plan. 

After reading your editorial of Mon- 
day, I am afraid that some people may 
get an erroneous impression about tHis 
movement last week and the real effect 
of it. I agree with you that we are 
going to have to do some work to defeat 
the Lauf amendment. However, I do 
mot agree that there was, or is, any 
definite movement on foot by the lawyers 
from rural Missouri to upset the Non- 
Partisan Court Plan. 

This plan was started when I was 
president of the Missouri Bar Associa- 
tion in 1937-38. I was actively engaged 
in the campaign when it was presented 
to the voters in 1940, and you will find 
that rural Missouri in general was not 
opposed to the plan. These individuals, 
who were leading this fight in St. Louis 
last week, were the same ones who were 
opposing the amendment in 1940. 

The point I am making is that we 
should not say or do anything that would 
furnish material that would be used by 
these people for creating a breach be- 
tween the rural and city lawyers. We 
must not permit the people of the State. 
to look upon the-Non-Partisan Court 
Plan ag being proposed and sponsored 
as a city proposition. The plan must be 
sold to the entire State. It igs true that 
the St. Louis Bar Association did a great 
work in putting over this court plan. «I

On those rare occasions when sizable field maneuvers 
were held, if the young Lieutenant—or even a dod- 
dering Colonel — showed incompetence it made no 
great differenca If he showed unusual merit, it 
won him no promotion. Only seniority counted. . 
Meanwhile, in Germany, the Versailles - limited

We have not, up to the present time,, 


committed ourselves to active participation 
in the war. We have committed our eco- 
nomic. resources to the task of supplying 
the material necessary for the defeat of 
the Axis Powers. We have pledged our- 
selves to supply necessary aid to Great 
Britain, to China, to Russia, to the Dutch 
East Indies, to Latin America, 

Whether or not our performance is satis- 
factory is to be judged by the answers to 
two questions: 


First, are we doing our share? 
Second, are we doing enough? 


The first of these questions may be an- 
swered categorically: No. The evidence for 
this is overwhelming, when our production 
is compared with the combined productions 
of the United Kingdom and Canada, It is 
true that they are actively at war and we 
are not; that the United Kingdom at least 
is spurred by: the hard and immediate 
necessity of fighting for survival. But all 
of the advantages of productive resources 
are ours and our industries have not been 
disrupted by bombings, 
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We have almost two and one-half times : 


the combined populations of the United 
Kingdom and Canada. Our national in- 
come is almost exactly two and one-half 
times theirs. Our resources in the raw 
materials essential to war production show 
a comparable advantage to us even after 
full allowance is made for what we are 
shipping to them. We long have taken 
pride in our genius for mass production. 

By no measure that I know of could our 
potential for military production be judged 
to be less than twice that of the combined 
potential of the United Kingdom and 
Canada, and I think that a ratio of 2% tol 
is a more nearly fair measurement of our 
advantage. Yet at the present time, the 
United Kingdom, with Canada, is outstrip- 
ping us in combined military, naval and air 
production—outstripping us by a wide 
margin, 

I am not speaking here about production 
telated to potential capacity. I am speak- 
ing of actual physical production of war 
material. Unless we substantially raise the 
schedules that have been developed under 
our current plans, we will not even catch 
up with their rate of production until the 
latter half of 1942, at which time we will 
have been embarked upon our defense ef- 
fort for over two years. 7 

There is no mystery as to why the show- 
ing of the United Kingdom and Canada 
should be so much better than ours, They 
are devoting, at the present time, some- 
thing like 50 per cent of their resources to 
the war effort—a proportion which I believe 


.to be somewhere near the maximum that 


ured by physical output. We are gigantic 
in our potential, but in performance we are 
the junior partner in what we have ac- 
cepted as the co-operative enterprise of 
producing the munitions of war. I do not 
think that Americans can be content while 
they. continue to play such an unflattering 
role. 

Quite apart from the consideration of 
relative efforts is the second question 
phrased: Are we producing enough? I can- 
not give you a categorical answer to this 
question. I can only offer a judgment— 
the best judgment [I can make after ex- 
amining a formidable amount of evidence. 

It is easy for a judgment to be wrong, 
and I am very conscious of this when I 
offer, as my judgment, the conclusion that 
our production schedules and plans for ship- 
ments to those nations opposed to the 
Axis Powers are not yet sufficiently large 
to give reasonable assurance that the Axis 
Powers will be defeated within the next 
several years, 

° * be: 

It seems to me that we in America have 
made up our emotions without having thor- 
oughly made up our minds. As each suc- 
cessive issue is put up to us, we debate it 
vigorously and divide sharply upon it, but 
when a decision is reached, we shout an 
all-but-unanimous “Hurrah!” 

I do not think that it is within the temper 
of America to be content with half meas- 
ures. It is part of our homely tradition to 
shoot the works or else give up the dice. 
We have committed ourselves to the pro- 
duction of sufficient war materiel to assure 
the defeat of the Axis Powers. I think that 
we will not be satisfied, and should not be 
satisfied, until we are delivering upon this 
program to the best of our ability by rela- 
tive, or absolute, or any other measurement. 

The hopeful side of the picture is that we 
have the necessary potential to assure. vic- 
tory. All that we need is the will to 
mobilize it. If my judgment is right, that

SCIENCE TEACHERS 
SCARCER BECAUSE 
OF DEFENSE JOBS 


School Board Lacks Applicants 
in Chemistry and Industrial 
| Arts Fields. 


As a result of the defense pro- 
gram the Board of Education has 
no one on its waiting list for jobs 
as industrial arts or chemistry 
teachers and only a few applicants 
for instructor in physics. 

This is in marked contrast to 
the depression era, when these lists 
were top-heavy because the de- 
mand for persons skilled in these 
subjects was exceptionally light in 
the industrial field. Now those 
who sought places in the school 
system have passed them up for 
defense jobs that pay much more. 

Personnel Director George R. 
Johnson said there are about 100 
teachers of industrial arts and 60 
instructors in chemistry and phys- 
ics in the schools now. 

Johnson announced this year’s 
examination for teacher applicants 
who are not graduates of Harris 
Teachers’ College will be held Jan. 
2 and 3. Deadline for registration 
at the Board building is Nov. 29. 
The examination is sponsored by 
the American Council on Educa- 
tion.

Gen. R. P. Scott of Dallas was 
elected Honorary Commander for 
life by. the 70 veterans attending 
the annual reunion.

Harris of Oklahoma City was elect- 
ed commander of Trans-Mississip- 
pi. The estimated membership of 
the veterans’ organization is about 
700, the members being men who 
entered the forces of the Confed- 
eracy at.an early age, most of 
them in the latter years of the 
1861-65 war period. Gen. Claypool 
enlisted in 1862, at the age of 16, 

Gen. Claypool’s first act as Com- 
mander was to announce the adop- 
tion of a resolytion supporting the 
foreign policy of the national ad- 
ministration. The resolution 
pledged the veterans’ support in 
case the United States should un- 
dertake active participation in the 


tics. 

Talmadge was absent on a speak- 
ing tour but the students left a 
petition appealing for restoration 
of the “independence” of the re- 
vamped State Board of Regents 
which recently ousted University 
Dean Walter D. Cocking on Tal- 
madge’s charge that the educator’ 
advocated raciak co-education. 

“We honestly state,” said the 
petition, “that no racial equality 
has been taught, advocated or 
practiced on this campus or on 
any other campus by the students 
of the university.

302 paintings selected from 4912 
entries will be on exhibition 
through Dec. 14. 

Directions in American Painting 
takes the place of the Carnegie 
Internationsi, abandoned = since 
1939 because of the war. 

The rules stipulated that. all 
paintings would be selected by a 
jury of admission from canvase 
submitted to it; that there would 
be no invited paintings; and that 
the artist must be an American 
citizen who had never participat- 
ed in thé International, thereby 
eliminating about 900 of America’s 
best known painters. The jury, 
O’Connor related, picked the win- 
ner of the first prize of $1000 unan- 
imously.

All Food Values of 
Higher Priced.

If we are going to live up — the 
National Nutrition Defense 
gram’s plan for better — — 
for every American family, we will 
have to brush off the budget book 
and do a little figuring on how to 
buy more and better food for the 
family without dipping * ‘deeper 
into the pocketbook. 

Since meat is one of the. diet 
“musts” because of its proteins, 
its easily digested fats, its iron, 
copper and vitamin B factors, it 
is doubly important that we learn 
what to buy among the budget 
cuts so that we may include more, 
not less, of this protective food in 
our daily meals. Fortunately, the 
lowest cost meats are just as nour- 
ishing, contain just as much vita- 
mins and minerals as the finest 
steaks or chops. It’s just a mat- 
ter of what to buy and how to 
cook it. 

Beef provides a. wider assort- 
ment of budget cuts than any oth- 
er kind of meat. Here are some 
recipes for budget cuts: 

Tomato Pot Roast. 

Two and one-half pounds heel of 
round, two tablespoons lard, one- 
half clove garlic, one tablespoon 
salt; two cups tomato juice. 

Brown meat slowly in lard. 
When well browned, add tomato 
juice, salt and garlic. Cover tight- 
ly and simmer until tender, about 
three and one-half hours. Serves 
four or five. 

Hungarian Goulash. 

Two-pound beef chuck, neck or 
flank. 

Two onions. 

One-eighth teaspoon caraway 
seeds (if desired). 

One-half teaspoon powdered mar- 
joram. 

One clove garlic. 

Two tablespoons butter. 

One and one-half teaspoons salt. 

One cup boiling water. 

Paprika. 

Cut meat into one-inch cubes. 
Let onions brown in butter, add 
meat and let it brown lightly. Add 
caraway seed, chopped garlic, 
marjoram and ——— paprika to 
effect a\noticeably fed color.

Home economists in the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
list here many of the ways that 
food waste in the home may be 
prevented, They point out. that. 
the smallest food waste is never a 
minor matter. For these tiny 
wastes happening over and over 
again, total up to a staggering 
amount.in a month or a year for 
the nation's 34 million homes. 

Wastes happen all along the line, 
So the homemaker has to practice 
constant watchfulness from the 
time she buys the food or gets it 
in from the garden until it appears 
on the family table. Groundwork 
for much waste is laid in unplanned 
shopping. Wise buyers never shop 
without their notes. These notes 
may be mental or down in writing.

The Senator sent the message 
in response to a telegram from 
Gen. Lear, informing him that Gen. 
Truman, former commander of the 
85th Division, had resigned effec- 
tive after a leave beginning Oct. 
29. Gen. Truman had been shifted 
from command of the 35th Division 
to the presidency of the Perma- 
nent Reclassification Board of the 
Second Army. 

Lear said in his telegram that 
Gen, Truman had done “splendid 
and outstanding service” end re- 
marked that his departure will be 
regretted by Second Army head- 
quarters. 

“Tf his services were as satisfac- 
tory as you indicate,” Clark tele- 
graphed in reply, “why did you per- 
sonally relieve him of command? 
It is of course the old army game 
which does not intend to leave a

will allow combat planes to come 
to earth safely here on what is 
now a sandy, rolling Carolina field.

Each strip locks into the other 
and, put together, they form a 
metal runway, 150 feet wide and 
3000 feet long. The strips have 
holes to allow the grass to grow 
through and, if the steel strip is 
allowed to remain long enough, 
there eventually is a runway with 
the solidity of steel and the added 
advantages of sod. Without the 
strip the sandy soil soon would be 
churned up, making takeoffs and 


landings hayardous.

Two other mine fields have 
been laid west of Thursday Island 
which is in Torres Strait: at the 
northeastern tip of Australia. 


TESISIN ARMY DRAFT 


45.2 Cases a Thousand in 
First Million, Health Service 
Official Reports. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 16 (AP).—Blood 
tests of the first million selectees 
and volunteers in the army showed 
syphilis infection at the rate of 
45.2 a thousand. 

This was reported today in the 
Journal of the American Medical 


Association by Dr. R. A. Vonder- 
lehr, Assistant Surgeon General of 


Service, and Lida J. Usilton, statis- 
tician. 

The report said that of 1,051,985 
men tested during general physi- 
cal examinations, 47,552 had 
syphilis. 

“The greatest prevalence of 
syphilis among the selectees and 
volunteers was reported by Flor- 
ida and South Carolina, with rates 
of 170.1 and 156 cases a thousand, 
respectively,” it said. “The lowest 
rate, of 5.8 a thousand, was report- 
ed by New Hampshire. Seven 
Southern states and the District of 
Columbia reported rates in excess 
of 100 cases a thousand. 

“The rate for Negroes is con- 
sistently higher than that for 
white men in all the states. There 
are indications that high rates 
among the white are coincidental 
with high rates among the Ne- 
groes. 

“For the country as a whole, the 
prevalence of syphilis among Ne- 
gro selectees and volunteers is 13 
times that for the white. In 20 
states and the District of Colum- 
bia the Negro rate is in excess of 
10 times that of the white rate.”

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Break Our Spirits,’ Says Windsor 
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‘Men Like You Will Go on Fighting,’ Duke! 
- Tells Four Seamen Who Had Seven Ships 
Shot From Under Them. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 16 (AP)— 
To four British seamen who col- 
lectively have had seven ships shot 
from under them, the Duke of 
Windsor declared today that “they 
can sink our ships, but they can’t 
break our spirits.” | 

“Men like you will go on fight- 
ing, no matter what the odds,” the 
Duke asserted during the last of 
three visits on a tour of war re- 
lief agencies. 

During a brief call with his 
Duchess at the British Seamen’s 
Institute, the former King chatted 
with veterans who had seen him 
on World War battlefields, with 
young cadets, with marines of 
merchantmen gun crews and with 
seamen from vessels in Baltimore 
for repairs, 

The Duke heard the story of 
Joseph Reddall, here aboard a 
British passenger ship which twice 
struck mines in an English har- 
bor: 

The liner was taking on cargo 
in Manchester early this summer. 
At night German planes dropped 
mines by parachute, and when the 
Ship left its pier next day it 
touched one off. 

“We got it tied up. There it 
stayed for five weeks while they 
patched it up to bring it over here. 
Then as we pulled down the river, 
it hit another one of the blasted 
things and we went back for six 
more weeks. It finally limped 
across, with a big hole in its side.” 
. Reddali joined that ship in Man- 
chester after being brought home 
from Freetown, West Africa, off 
which his former ship, the 7472- 
ton Jiner Humaeus, was torpedoed 
after a two-hour fight at-dawn last 
Jan. 14. : 

“Its gune put us in pretty bad 
shape and it got to us with a 
torpedo. We had to jump for it. 


Th> lifeboats were smashed. ... 
There were a good many of the 
500 aboard wounded. ... tI was 
in the water 10 hours)until some 
naval craft picked us up. .. . 
About half of us were saved.” 

(The Italian high command re- 
ported, without details, that the 
Eumaeus sank with a load of 
troups after a sharp fight with a 
submarine.) 


At Reddall’s side when the Duke 
greeted British seamen was Mar- 
tin Brennan. Windsor and he 
talked mostly about Scotland—not 
about the three ships which went 
down under Brennan. 

“Would you believe it?” Brennan 
asked, “Everyone of the men on 
those ships was ‘saved.” 

Brennan said that was probably 
due to the fact that two—the 4544 
ton Jevington Court, mined Feb. 
25, 1940, and the 4915-ton Arlington 
Court, torpedoed last January— 
went down in the North Sea, 
“where our boys are pretty busy.” 
Crewmen of the third, which he 
identified as the Aylesworthy, a 
vessel of about 5000 tons, weré 
picked up almost immediately by. 
other ships in a convoy attacked 
by submarines 300 miles off Ire- 
land last June 9, he added. 

Fred Muir was one of 10 surviv- 
ors of the 34-man crew of the 5671- 
ton Box Hill, “torpedoed the last 
day of 1940 in the North Sea.” 

“T guess I’m a lucky fellow,” 
Muir said. “I was on a Standard 
Oil ship when it was sunk in 
1917.” 

Declaring “it was nothing that I 
was rescued from a ship,” the 
fourth man declined use of his 
name or that of his former vessel. 
He is in Baltimore on a converted 
whaler of 7000 tons which has a 
gaping hole in the foredeck and 
other scars of three Nazi air raids 
on an English harbor. 


FEDERAL LAND CASE MOTIONS 
TO BE HEARD WEEK OF NOV. 3 


Judge Collet Sets Period in Or- 
der to Expedite Payment 
to Owners. 
United States District Judge 
John Caskie Collet has told law- 


yers representing land owners in 
Government condemnation cases 
in connection with defense proj- 
ects that he would keep the week 
beginning Nov. 3 open to hear mo- 
tions in order that legal questions 
may be disposed of and payments 
to land owners be made promptly. 

The question arose Tuesday on 
objectiong by some lawyers to con- 
tinuances in a condemnation 
docket being called by Judge Col- 
let for another division of the 
District Court. Some objectors 
said theif clients had been unable 
to obtain even partial distributions 
from funds paid into the registry 
of the court. Judge Collet then 
suggested that the reason might be 
that lawyers were raising legal 
questions, and assured them he 
would hear evidence on cases in 
his court beginning Nov. 3. 

When one attorney said he had 
been advised that so many cases 
were pending that deputy mar- 
shals had been unable to serve all 
the defendant land owners, Judge 
Collet said: “That can be easily 
and quickly cured. If any of you 
gentlemen will present to me an 
order for service by publication, 
I will sign it.”

Use of Water 


In Treatment 


Of the Sick Tee

HE time of year has come 
when we renounce the lake, 
the river and the seashore, 
But we needn't renounce the 
health-giving qualities of water 
treatment. A prominent physician 
says that he can prescribe all the 
hydrotherapeutic procedures he 
needs right in the patient’s own 
bathroom of any average American 
home, 

The use of water in treatment 
is much neglected by physicians. 
This is unfortunate because, by 
this neglect, they turn their backs 
on some of the most useful meth- 
ods of therapy. Fever, fatigue and 
poor circulation are three common 
symptoms that yield better to 
water treatment than to drugs; 
and nervous states — insomnia, 
neuritis, etc. — are hardly less 
amenable, with the advantage that 
with water there are no disagree- 
able aftermaths. 

Our modern hydrotherapy be- 
gan in a wild and wooded spot in 
Austria when a peasant lad tend- 
ing his flock saw a deer limp down 
to a clear pool in the river and 
bathe its wounded side, Day after 
day the boy saw the deer improve, 
the wound heal with the water 
treatment, and he went back to his 
village imbued with the idea that 
the use of water alone would cure 
most human ills.

simple in its application, It con- 
sists merely in wetting a towel, 
putting it over the sore spot and 
covering it with a wide bandage— 
a bath‘ towel will do, pinned 
around the body. I have seen gall- 
bladder attacks subside with this:

The cold bath 
has a relatively long period of 
contraction, followed by dialation 
the exhilarating flush, the after 
math of the cold bath, which 
shows the regulating mechanism 
of your, circulation is in good 
working order. 

“There are very few things,” 
says a friend of mine, “that a 
hot bath won’t cure.” If you want 
to be relieved of a fatigue state 
and want the period of relaxa- 
tion to continue—so as to go to 
bed and sleep, for instance—choose 
the hot bath, but don’t stay in 
too long. 

The neutral bath can be con- 
tinued longer, even for 12 to 24 
hours, and is the panacea for phy- 
sical or nervous strain, tension, 
mental weariness, worry and anx- 
iety.

Gullotta continued, “but I look 
upon it as an honor to be wearing 
my country’s uniform. At least, 
you have to be a man to be ac- 
cepted for the army. 


“It seems to me that a young 
soldier, if he looks respectable and 
clean, should be met at least half- 
way. I’ve been out in the world 
a long time, and I can take it, but 
it’s pretty hard for some of those 
kids who have never been away 
from home before. I know this 
from what they say when they re- 
turn to camp. It seems unthink- 
able to me that a clean-looking 
youngster, in uniform, could come 
to St. Louis, attend a Sunday 
morning church service, thus indi- 
cating a good home background, 
and get away without sonie mem- 
bers of the congregation introduc- 
ing themselves and asking him 
home to dinner. Such an invita- 
tion would mean a great deal to 
a homesick kid.” 


Sergt. Gullotta himself received 
an invitation a couple of Sundays 
ago that warmed his heart. After 
singing at the dedication of a new 
chapel at Fort Leonard Wood, and 
making ‘a speech on “What the

B-|, the "Morale Vitamin"

HILE all vitamins are neces- 

sary and highly important for 

better health, the one that 
has been getting the biggest 
amount of public attention is B-l, 
the “morale vitamin.” Millers 
have returned it to flour, which 
has been “enriched.” Breakfast 
food manufacturers have put it 
back in cereals. Meats have been. 
advertised showing the content of 
Vitamin B-1 and others of the B 
complex, and in general the pub- 
lic has been barraged from all 
sides on the importance of B-1l, 
also known as thiamin chloride.

And well may the importance of 
this vitamin be talked about. It 
promotes growth, stimulates the 
appetite, aids in the normal in- 
testinal functions, is a great aid 
to stronger and better control of 
nerves, is a. definite prevention 
and cure for beri-beri, is highly 
important in making better use of 
the carbohydrates we eat, thus 
producing more energy, and is 
necessary for expectant mothers 
and nursing, mothers. 

The difficult part about Vitamin 
B-1 is that it takes real attention 
to the balanced diet, and not mere 
haphazard eating, to get the fe- 
quired daily amount from the ordi- 
nary foods we eat. For example, 
vegetables, fruits, meat and milk 
in the average diet that we'd plan 
might or might not contain a suf- 
ficient amount of Vitamin B-1. 
is necessary to plan the prope 
foods, and the proper amounts of 
those foods, to be sure of getting 
your daily supply.of thiamin.

The bidding was excellent. Us- 
ually a five card major suit should 
be bid’ before a five card minor, 
but in this case an original spade 
bid by South would be risky. If 
North responded to a spade bid 
with two hearts or two diamonds, 
South would be in the uncomfort- 
able position of having to make a 
very bad rebid or an equally bad 
announcement of clubs at the 
three level. By starting with one 
club, South was able to keep the 
bidding down. 

West opened a low heart. De- 
clarer won, entered dummy with 
a diamond and, despite the fact 
that there was a singleton club in 
dummy, promptly took a club 
finesse against the king. This was 
excellent technique. South recog- 
nized that he never would be able 
to ruff out his entire club suit, 
hence it was highly desirable (and 
scarcely dangerous) to try for two 
natural club tricks. The finesse 
succeeding, declarer rolled up an 
impressive total of tricks. He 
cashed the club ace, discarding a 
diamond from dummy, then ruffed 
a club with the spade six. He 
ruffed a heart with the deuce, led 
his last diamond to the ace, and 
ruffed another heart with the four 
spot. Now he ruffed a club with 
the spade ace and a heart with 
the spade seven. (It would have 
done East no good to ruff this 
trick high; declarer would merely 
have discarded the club.) Now, 
with nine tricks home, declarer 
led his last club and ruffed with 
the spade jack. East overruffed 
and cashed another trump trick, 
but declarer’s 10 and nine of spades 
were secure for the tenth and elev- 
enth tricks.

Back in 1880, at the Republican 
convention in Chicago, the dele- 
gates supporting Ulysses S. Grant 
' for a third term, took for their 
slogan, “The old guard dies but 
never surrenders,”—a line whose 
first three words thereafter be- 
came associated with standpatters, 
particularly those of the Republi-

The motto, however, was far 
from original with these politcians. 

In 1817, the French painter Nich- 
olas Toussaint Chariet had used 
almost the identical words on his 
lithograph “Grenadier de Water- 
loo.” 

The allusion was to the momen- 
tous battle in which the French 
Gen. Pierre Cambronne, in con- 
nection with the last stand of his 
Imperial Guard, was quoted two 
days afterwards by a Paris news- 
paper man named Rougemont, as 
having uttered these heroic words. 

Gen. Cambronne subsequently 
vehemently denied that he had said 
it—he actually had surrendered at 
Waterloo—and the line was not the 
brainchild of Rougemont either.

If the sentence predicates 
what is contrary to fact, use were. 

My sentence clearly predicates 
what is thought of as a fact. Was, 
therefore, is correct.
